Mr. Schiff gave the committee his views, 
based on long observation of methods t% 
Wall Street on certain phases of modern 
finance, and indicated where he thought 
changes might be made, 

The most striking feature of his testt« 
mony, however, was_his flat dec! 
against simiting individual freedom, either 
in the banking or general business worid. 

“I do not believe in concentration 
through holding companies,” Mr, Schiff 
asserted. “I believe in concentration 
through individuals. I believe tndivid- 
uals should have every possible freedom; 
I do not believe in anything that would 
limit individual “reedom. I would not 
hmit the individual by law to buy any- 


thing he pleasos. I would let nature take 
its course.” 

Mr. Schiff asserted at the outset of his 
testimony that his firm made alliances 
“for the occasion,” but had “no stand- 
ing alliances.” After describing various 
syndicate underwriting operations and the

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The Senate 
committee investigating campaign funds 
to-day heard testimony that ascribed the 
search of Willie Winfield’s home in Chi- 
cago for the Standard Oil letters by 
bogus detectives to Managing Editor 
Lawrence and City Editor Polachek, of 
the Chicago Examiner, a Hearst news- 
paper. 

Gilchrist Stewart, of 
negro lawyer who worked up a report 
for ex-Senator J. B. Foraker, of Ohlo, 
had sworn before the committee that he 
was arrested without warrant and haled 
to the Examiner office, where he recog- 
nized Mr. Lawrence. Winfield, whose 
house was searched at about the same 
time did not recognize any of his assall- 
ants, 

To-day, Franklin A. Denison, @ negro 
lawyer, of Chicago, who acted as counsel 
for both Stewart and Winfield, told the 
committee under oath that on his advice 
Winfield accompanied him shortly after 
the raid on his home to the office of the 
Chief of Police. There Denison told the | 
Chief that as a warrant was out for Win- | 
field, he had come to give himself up. 

The Chief of Police knew nothing of; 
the matter and called the Assistant 
Chief by telephone. From him it was 
learned that a newspaper reporter named | 
Johnson had requested the escort of two i 
policemen to locate the home of a negro 
woman, presumably Winfield’s landlady, 
and two officers—Jones and Stark~had | 
been detailed. 

With that information the Chief of Po- 
lice called up The Examiner and talked 
with Mr. Polachek and Mr. Lawrence 
uccording to Denison’s testimony. From | 
one of the editors the answer came that | 
they had a John Doe warrant for Win- 
Tiela’s arrest. The Chief of Police told 
them the man was in his office, and that 
if they would bring their warrant they 
could take him. The two editors 
peared shortly thereafter. 

As soon as they saw Winfield they} 
zreeted him contemptuously, as the man | 
who had stolen the Standard Oil letters. | 
‘The Chief of Police quickly silenced them, 
however, by saying that if they had their 
warrant they could serve it, but that he| 
would not permit them to browbeat the; 
prisoner. They failed to produce a war- 
rant, and Winfield retained his liberty.

He was wanted 
as a witness to testify against the police- 
man on trial before the Police Commis- 


sioner, and also to testify in the criminal 
courts. I instructed the Police Commis- 
sioner to bring him back to this State 
and city if thcre was any possible way to 
do it. He said that there was no way 
to do it unless he could be indicted and 
then extradited. I inquired whether there 
were any criminal charges against him, 
and was informed that there were 
charges on which he could be indicted.

His Libel of King George Is Held 
by Secretary Nagel Not to 
be a Political Offense. 


STANDS ON TRIAL’S RECORD 


Not a Proper Person to be Admitted 
to the Country Under 
the Law.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 
Mylius, who serevd a prison term in Eng- 
land after conviction of the charge of 
libeling King George V., is to be deported 
from the United States according to an 
order made to-day by Charles Nagel, the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor, to 
whom Mylius appealed from the deporta- 
tion order of the Federal Board of In- 
quiry at the Ellis Island Immigration 
Station. Secretary Nagel held that My- 
lius had been convicted of a felony and 
that if his offense were regardeg as 
merely political any crime might be con- 
strued as having a political character. 
It was said by friends of Mylius that a 
writ of habeas corpus would be sworn out 
at once and that appeal from Mr. Nagel’s 
decision would be taken to the Federal 
courts. 

The report of the Ellis Island Board of 
Inquiry was approved by William Will- 
iams, United States Commissioner of Im- 
migration at New York, where Mylius its 
detained, and also by Daniel J. Keefe, 


Commissioner General of Immigration in| 


Washington. The Board of Inquiry held 
that as Mylius admitted that he had 
caused to be published in the Paris Lib- 
erator an article to the effect that King 
George, before he became King, had mar- 
at Malta a daughter of 
Culme-Seymour, by whom he had two 
children, hag been tried for this offense 
and had on conviction been sentenced and

“I cannot assume that a law which 
excludes Anarchists and persons who ad- 
vocate the overthrow of government, or 
the assassination of public officials, was 
intended to admit the publisher of a false 
charge of bigamy simply because he ad- 
vances a political purpose or motive

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| LIMIT IMMIGRATION TESTS. 


Conferrees Drop Writing Require- 
ment, Also Certificates of Identity. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Details of the 
Immigration Bill were agreed upon in 
conference between the two houses to- 
day and the measure will probably be 
brought up for adoption to-morrow in the 
House, where it was reported late to-day. 

Under the conference bill {!mmigrants 
will have to read their own language, but 
this requirement will be waived in the 
ease of wives, widows, single daughters 
and some others. The Senate yielded on 
the requirement of a writing test. 

The head tax on immigrants was in- 
}creased by the conferrees from $4 to 3%, 
ibut exception is made in favor of Ca- 
,;nadians and Mexicans because of their 
| proximity. 

Physicians, matrons and inspectors, all 
appointed by this Government, will be 
on immigrant-carrying ships; the fine on 
steamship companies for bringing in _in- 
admissible aliens will be raised from $100 
to $200, and any steamship company 
bringing in insane persons will be penal- 
ized hereafter. 

The conferrees dropped the Root plan 
respecting those who come to this coun- 
try and cause trouble with. friendly na- 
tions, which is particularly aimed to meet 
the situation along the Mexican border 
It was agreed to require deportation of 
persons convicted and sentenced here for 
offenses involving moral turpitude. The 
preposal for certificates of identity, which 
was objectionable to Jewish immigrants, 
wus dropped in conference.

A bomb explosion that wrecked the gro- |. 


cery store of Giuseppe Gaecano, at 
Hast 109th Street, early yesterday morn-| 
ing, caused a panic among the twenty-| 
four Italian families living in the tene- 
ment building which housed the store. 
The alarm of the tenants was increased | 
by the fact that on Wednesday morning | 
the entrance and lower hall of a tene-| 
ment at 402 East Eleventh Street was} 
wrecked, There have been five bomb out- | 
rages in the city this month, the police | 
report. | 
“I’m in favor of lynching any man who | 
sets off a bomb,” said Caesar Conti, | 
President of the Italo-American Stores, | 
87 Broadway, who led a movement among 
the Italians of New York two years ago} 
to co-operate with the police im exter-| 
minating Black Hand criminals. ‘ These 
continued outrages are a disgrace to the 
Italian race,’’ Mr. Conti asserted, “ and} 
I’m ready to lead a lynching party to ad-| 
minister justice to the first man caught 
in such a dastardly act as setting off a} 
bomb. But we are unable to catch the| 
guilty men.” 
The bomb set off in Gaecano’s grocery | 
etore yesterday wrecked the front door | 
and shattered the show window. No one | 
was hurt in the panic that followed, | 
though the reserves were called from the} 
East 104th Street police station to quell 
the excitement caused by the explosion. | 
The bomb was put in a tin can elther | 
to conceal it or protect it from the rain, | 
and it was connected with a long fuse, to| 
give the man who lighted it ample time | 
to escape. The police found persons who | 
had been in the vicinity of the tenement | 
for some time before the explosion, but | 
none had seen any one plant the bomb. | 
Twice as many bombs have been ex- 
ploded so far this month as the police 
records show were set off in the entire | 
month of January, 1912. Three explosions | 
were reported in January of 1911. 
Several members of the Italian colony | 
pointed to the fact that the Italian Squad 
which was maintained at Police Head- 
quarters under William J. Flynn, and 
which made notable arrests in bomb out- | 
rages, was discontinued on Nov. 17, 1910, 
and its members distributed throughout |

The Third Avenue Railway Company 
agreed at a meeting yesterday afternoon 
to purchase from Edward Cornell the Belt 
Line Railway Corporation, which owns 
the Fifty-ninth Street crosstown street 
car line, as well as the east and west belt 
lines from Fifty-ninth Street to the Bat- 
tery. The agreement so far is merely a 
verbal one and ownership has not yet 
passed, but the formalities of the sale will 
be completed in the next few days. Fred- 
erick W. Whitridge, President of the 
Third Avenue company, said last night 
the price was something more than §2,- 
000,000. 

This throws into the Third Avenue sys- 
tem a new crosstown line, as well as the 
belt lines, the possibilities of which under 
electric traction have yet to be tried out. 

The old Central Park Company, the 
predecessor of the Belt Line Railway 
corporation, was included in the Metropol- 
itan system. Three or four years ago it 
was cast adrift and was found to be bur- 


dened with a $1,200,000 mortgage, held by | 


the Metropolitan, the legality_of which 
has ever since been in controversy. When 
the New York Railways Company bought 
out the Metropolitan it acquired this 
mortgage with the other effects, and on 
Noy. 14 the property of the Central Park 
Company was put up at auction under 
foreclosure sale on the Court House steps. 

It was fully understood that the New 
York Railways’ interests were to buy the 
line. Theodore P. Shonts, President of 
the New York Railways Company; Ed- 
ward J. Berwind, and Harry Bronner 
formed a committee to organize a new 
conmpany to purchase the railroad and op- 
érate it. They were actually appearing 
before the Public Service Commission to 
obtain its approval to their financial ar- 
rangements while the sale of the prop- 
erty was in progress. 7 

But as the auctioneer was droning out 
the formula of the sale, and after Mr. 
Shonts had put in the first bid, Mr. Cor- 
nell, a partner in the law firm of Davies, 


Auerbach, Cornell & Barry, began to bid.jof waiting, 


He ran the price up to $1,6/3,000, 
amount of the mortgage held by the New 
York Railways and accrued interest, and 
was ailowed to get the property. 


Incorporation for Cornell. 


Since then there have been many rus 
mors as to the principals for whom 
Mr. Cornell was the agent. Just before 
Christmas he incorporated at Albany the 
Belt Line Railway Corporation, but none 
ef the incorporators or Directors named 
in the petition had any interest in the 
concern except himself. Since then he 
has been applying to the commission for 
authorization for the issue of $2,200,000 
bonds, which would pay off the pur- 
chase price of the line and certain claims 
outstanding against it, and $200,000 of 
common stock. The hearings of this ap- 
plication are still in progress. 

By this purchase the Third Avenue 
adds another important crosstown line 
to its system. Downtown it has by its 
eontrol of the Dry Dock, East Broad- 
way & Battery Railroad the Grand Street 
Line, and it also shares in the operation 
of the Manhattan Bridge cars from West 
Street to Goid and Fulton Streets, Brook- 
lyn, which will pe taken over at some 
time py the Brooklyn & North River 
Railroad Comrany. Then it has for some 
time been operating the Twenty-eighth 
& Twe.ty-ninth Street Crosstown Lines, 
by arrangement with the Midcrosstown 
Line, and the Forty-second Street Line is 
one of the principal parts of its system. 
Uptown it has the 125th Street line, and 
in the Bronx it controlls the New York 
City Interborough Company, which was 
constructed to link up the termini of 
the north and south rapid transit roads. 

The* Third Avenue Railway _ Company 
already has the line from the Post Office 
up Park Row and the Bowery to Third 
Avenue as far as the Harlem River, and 
also the Broadway line and the Tenth 
Avenue line from Forty-second Street up 
to 129th Street, as well as the Amsterdam 
Avenue line from 125th Street north. The 
possession of the east and west belt 
lines will now give it an opportunity of 
running its cars or of giving transfers 
to as far south as the Battery. 

It was the announced intention of Mr. 
Cornell to substitute for the old horse 
cars, which now slowly plow their way 
along the east and west belts, storage 
battery cars, and in the use of these in 
the city Mr. Whitridge has been a pio- 
neer. He has used them for some time 
on the Avenue B line of the Dry Dock 
Railroad and also on the Twenty-eighth 
ang Twenty-ninth Street lines. 


The Transfer Arrangement, 


As far as transfers between the Third 
Avenue and the Broadway and Tenth 
Avenue lines are concerned, the purchase 
of the Belt Line Corporation will not 


make much difference. Since Nov. 1 trans- 
fers have been interchanged between the 
Central Park and the Third Avenue* cars, 
but these so tar have been limited so as 
not to entitle a passenger, who has gone 
from a Third Avenue car to a crosstown 
car to a Broadway car, to any further 
free transfers. This arrangement will, of 
course, continue, but the Public Service 
Commission may order that since the 
Fifty-ninth Street crosstown line is now 
owned by the Third Avenue transfers 
over it cannot be limited as long as there 
is a Third Avenue car to be trans- 
ferred to. 


RECOVERS INSTALLMENTS. 


Appellate Division Upholds Verdict 
for Widow Who Lost Furniture. 


The Appellatt Division of the Supreme 
Court returned a decision yesterday 
awarding Clarentine Headley, a widow, 
$124 and costs in the suit which she 
brought against Kalmus Bros., dealers in 
furniture on the installment plan. 

One day in July John Headley took his 
wife and child out for a row in the river. 
The heat proved too much for him and 
after an attack of vertigo he fell from 
the boat and was drowned. Then the in- 
stallments on the furniture which he had 
purchased came due and the widow was 
unable to meet them. The dealers, it 
wes said, backed a van up to her home 
and took away her furniture, refusing to 
leave her even the bed, bureau and rock- 
ing chair for which she pleaded. Hearing 
of her plight Alfred C. Cowan, an attor- 
ney, offered her his services free and she 
brought suit in the Municipal Court and 
won a verdict of $124, the amount she 
had already paid in installments for the 
furniture, and $5 costs in addition. The 
cate was appealed to the Appellate Di- 


vision, but it confirmed the decision of 
the lower court.

SECOND URANIUM TRAIN HERE 


Blg Crowd Greets 325 Passengers 
from Wrecked Steamship. 


The second Uranium train arrived at 
the Grand Central Station from Boston 
at 12:15 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
bringing 825 more of the third-class pas- 
sengers. The arrival of more than 100 
of the passengers Wednesday night and 
the positive announcement that the others 
would be brought here safely yesterday 
had gone far to assure relatives that no 
bad news was being held back. Never- 
theless, there was a crowd of more than 
500 at the station as early as 8 o’clock 
in the morning, the hour at which it was 
first reported the special would pull in. 


i The four-hour delay caused many anx- 


fous questions to be asked, and the rail- 
road officials and agents of the various 
societies were kept busy quieting the 
throngs. 

Practically the same arrangements 
were made yesterday for the reception 
of the immigrants as on Wednesday night 
and every precaution was taken to seé 
that the passengers who were not met 
by relatives were guided to their des- 
tinations by responsible persons or taken 
to one or another of the headquarters 
of societies organized for the protection 
of immigrants. The organizations rep- 
resented included the Clara de Hirsch 
Home, 820 Second Avenue; the Hebrew 
Sheltering Immigrant Aid fSJociety, 229 
East Broadway; the Polish National Al- 
liance, 180 Second Avenue, and the North 
American Civic League. Others who 
helped in the work were Assistant Gen- 
eral Passanger Agent Jacob Fourman of 
the Uranium Steamship Company, and 
Immigrant Inspectors Philip Cowen and 
Patrick O'Neill, 

So successfully did the officials and 
agents perform their work that it. was 
said every member of the party of 325 
immigrants was accounted for. Many of 
those on the train had lost all but the 
clothes on their backs and a few per- 
sonal belongings they had packed in little 


bundles. 

I. Teppey, who lives at 614 Hast 
Eleventh Street and crossed last July 
to visit a sister in Russia, told some 
new features of the disaster.

VAN NESS CONTEST RENEWED 


Widow Asks Reopening of WIIl Case 
So That She May Be Heard. 


Mrs. Alice Wood Van Ness filed an ap- | 
plication yesterday in the Surrogates’ | 
Court to reopen proceedings for the pro- | 
bate of the will of her husband, Cor- 
nellus H. Van Ness, which Surrogate 
Robert Ludlow Fowler rejected on the 
ground of undue influence a few weeks 
ago. Surrogate Fowler commented in his 
decision on Mrs. Van Ness’s failure to 
take the stand and contradict testimony 
reflecting on her and which she had 
heard. She based her application on the 
ground that she should have the right 


to take the stand and deny this testi- 
mony. 

Her application will be argued to-day. 
An estate of $1,300,000 is involved in the 
proceedings in the Surrogates’ Court and 
the Supreme Court. In the latter court, 
relatives of the second wife of Mr. Van 
Ness, from whom he inherited his fortune, 
are attacking ante-mortem transfers made 
by Van Ness to his third wife.

ACCOUNTS FOR 800 FIRES 


Grutz’s Ball Ralsed from $15,000 to 
$25,000—-Stein Allowed to Walve 
Hearing and WIIll Tell More. 


Isidor Stein, alias ‘‘Izzy the Painter,’ 
who has set more than 300 fires in this 
city and enabled fire adjusters to collect 
$300,000 in fraudulent insurance, was 
brought down from Sing Sing prison yes- 
terday and in Assistant District Attorney 
Royal H. Weller’s office began his story 
of the arson trust. Up to late last night 
Stein had enumerated a list of eighty 
fires, and told Weller all the oircum- 
stances surrounding them. He will be 


here at least two days more before ex-~ 
hausting his supply of information re- 
lating to the “ trust.” 

Stein is under a sentence of twenty- 
four years for arson, and yesterday he 
was arraigned before Justice Goff in the 
Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court 
to plead on an additional indictment, 
charging him with setting fire to the 
apartment of Samuel Gold, who recently 
confessed that he had hired “Izzy the 
Painter’’ and George Grutz, a fire ad- 
juster, to set fire to his household af- 
fects on Dec. 1, 1911. When he was ar- 
raigned before Justice Goff, Stein held 
a conference with Mr. Weller and then 
his counsel Abraham Le said he desired 
to have his client’s pleading put off until 
a later date, as ‘ihe Painter” was 
anxious to make s. complete confession. 
— Goff agreed to make this con- 
cession.

| SEEK TO ENJOIN PICKETS. 


Garment Workers to Fight Writ Ob- 
tained by Manufacturers. 


Another movement for the settlement 
of the strike in the men’s and boys’ gar- | 
ment industry, which involved 110,000} 
workers, would start soon, it was said 


yesterday. This movement was entirely 
independent of the efforts of State Labor 
Commissioner Williams and William 
Rogers, Chairman of the State Board of 
Mediation and Arbitration, both of whom 
were in the city yesterday conferring 
with the leaders of the United Garment 
Workers’ Union of America. The peace 
plan was devised by a man _ prominent 
in the textile trade, and the details will 
be announced some time to-day or to- 
morrow. This plan, it is understood, 
aims to bring together the union and the 
contractors, who do 90 per cent. of the 
work in the men’s and boys’ garment 
business. At present the union will not 
recognize the contractors, asserting that 
the contractors are not_ responsible 
‘parties to an agreement. The new plan| 
! will aim to make all employers responsi- | 
|ble for their contractors, and will pro-/| 
| vide for supervision of every contractor's | 
| payroll.

THE ROCKEFELLER FOUNDATION. 

The letter to THm Trues from Mr. 
JEROME D. GREENE, appearing else- 
where, states that the original bill in- 
troduced for the Federal establishment 
of the Rockefeller Foundation has been 
improved to meet the criticisms which 
it then encountered; Mr. GREEND speci- 
fies the improvements. In @ recent 
number of The Independent this re- 
mark is made: 

When, a year ago, Mr. ROCKEFELLER 
asked that Congress grant a charter for 
his Foundation, we hastened to call at- 
tention to the possible dangers involved 
in the perpetuation of so vast a trust, 
which might grow by accretion indefl- 
nitely, and which would be controlled 
by a close board of self-perpetuating 
trustees. These and other apprehen- 
sions led Congress to hesitate and fail 
to grant the charter. 

Likewise, when the charter was first 
introduced, the editor of The Survey 
observed: 

For several generations plain-speaking 
economists have consistently protested 
against the ‘‘dead hand” in religious, 
educational, and charitable endowments. 

The categorical objections then made 
by The Survey have been withdrawn 
because of the later.amendments, and 
it now says: 

We trust that the revival of discussion 
in the press of the pending charter of 
the Rockefeller Foundation means that 
those who are in charge of the measure 
in Congress are finding the conditions 


favorable for final action. We see no 
reason for further delay. 


The Independent says, also: 


Mr. RocKEFELLER and his advisers 
were not discouraged or offended. They 
simply took back the offered charter 
and carefully revised its draft to meet 
these and all other possible objections. 
When the bill comes to a vote next 
Monday it will be only necessary for 
Congressmen who objected to its orig- 
inal provisions to read it in its altered 
form and to note the significant 
changes.

DARENESS BENEATH THE CANDLE- 
' STICK. 

Professor LAUGHLIN, in his address 
before the Wholesale Dry Goods Men, 
said cryptically that often it was dark- 
est beneath the candlestick. His mean- 
ing was that Washington is darkest 
America, so far as financial insight 
goes, and that no hope lies there with- 
out a process of primary education. 
Only small business is done with cur- 
rency, but the questions uppermost at 
Washington are questions affecting the 
{issue of currency and protection against 
monopolistic combinations in control 
of the money market. Big business has 


progressed far beyond the use of cur-/ 


rency, and even business of the second 
grade ts done with credit. Of credit 
there can be no monopoly any more 
than of the air, for every man who has 
capital can command credit. HEvery- 
body who has anything of value has 
capital, and except for convenience he 
has no need of currency to get what- 
ever else he wants. The pure theorists 
are mostly politicians, and they stand 
for the Government issue of money. 
The party which makes claim to a 
monopoly of progressiveness plumps for 
that heresy in its platform, and there 
are many who are opposed to the issue 
of currency in the form of banknotes. 
But the issue of currency by any 
source of supply will give nobody any 
capital, and nobody who lacks capital 
can command credit, except as matter 
of personal trust in character. Mr. 
LAUGHLIN therefore agreed with the 
views of Mr. Moraan’s testimony. He 
elaborated this at some length, with 
laments that it was so little under- 
stood or appreciated by those who 
heard it and are in the way of acting 
upon it, and acting wrongly unless 
they shall be rightly guided.

The bill to incorporate the Rockefeller 
Foundation (H, R. 21532), unanimously 
reported by the Judiciary Committee and 
debated on Monday of last week, upon a 
motion to suspend the rules, will prohably 
come up on Monday next, Jan. 20, as 
unfinished business requiring a final vote. 


In {ts present form the bill has been care- | 


fully drawn to embody the improvements 
suggested by the criticisms of the original 
bill: 


The element of perpetuity has been re- 
moved, provision having been made for the 
dissolution of the corporation and the dis* 
tribution of its funds, either voluntarily or 
at the direction of Congress. 

The emount of the endowment has been 
imited and the income is to be spent—not 
added to the principal. 

The Trustees are not to be a alose cor- 
poration, the election of new members be- 
ing subject to disapproval by certain speci- 
fied representatives of the public interest. 

Congress has complete power of amend- 
ment and repeal, and all gifts must be ac- 
cepted subject to this understanding. 

No exemption from State taxation is, or 
constitutionally could be, conferred by the 
bill, and no exemption whatever is. con- 
ferred with respect to real estate, 

A charter is sought through Congress sole- 
ly because the gift is to the people of the 
United States, and is to be controlled by 
them rather than in the Interest, however 
beneficent, of any one section.

Probably enough a policeman has now 
and then had a just grievance against 
the press, which is neither omniscient nor 
infallible, but certainly journalistic wish, 
as well as journalistic intention, has been 
to be kind as well as fair to the police. 
We all feel as much pride tn the force as 
circumstances will permit, and we are all 
eager to feel still prouder. That we will 
do as soon as every honest policeman 
understands that the dishonest one is a 
personal as well as a public enemy, and 
that ‘‘loyalty’’ to him {ts a sort of trea- 
son in addition to being the heltght of 
stupidity. 

Our correspondent seemingly expects us 
constantly to be lauding the policeman 
who does his duty and earns his salary, 
and to say little or nothing about the 
others. Newspapers are not, cannot be, 
and should not be run that way.

Between the reports 
on the condition of

THE GARMENT STRIKERS 


Not Anxious to Ohange Places with 
Overworked Housemalds. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Judging by ‘‘D. C. T.'s’" letter, it looks 
as though she were !n need of a servant, and 
would like to capture a garment worker on 
strike. The servant’s life is not the bed of 
roses that *‘ D. C. T.’’ would have your read- 
ers think, as the maid in many households 
has to start work at 6 A. M., and keep at it 
until 9 or 10 P. M., while the garment worker 
works from 7 A. M. til) 6 P. M. The garment 
worker has Saturday afternoons and all day 
Sunday to herself, while the house servant 
has every other Sunday from 4 P. M. till 
10, and frequently has to tell her employer 
where she has been. 


The servant who gets $20 per month and her 
board has to have more clothes and shoes, 
and is not ag well off as her sister in the 
factory who gets $10 per week, and pays out 
$4 for board and lodging. The girl who works 
in the factory can have all the company she 
wants when not at work, but company is 
frequently forbidden for the servant, and even 
if company is permitted many young men 
object to calling on a servant as such, so the 
servants consider their chances of matrimony 
very much inferior to those of the factory girl. 

The garment workers are mainly Russian 
Jews and Italians, end would not make as 
gocd domestic servants as the Germans, Scan- 
Ginavians, Irish, or negroes. I have been 2 
servant myself for beth good and bad em- 
ployers, and have plenty of friends of both 
kinds—servants and factory workers—so I think 
my opinion on this matter should carry some 
weight.

ART NOTES. 


The exhibition at the Lotos Club this 
month is assembled from the collection 
of James G. Shepherd, and has extraor- 
dinary qualities. The large group of 
pictures by the Maris brothers would in 
itself be sufficient to give it especial 
distinction. These romantic Dutchmen, 
enamored of the beauty of paint, are sel- 
dom seen in American exhibitions, but 
here they are represented by beautiful 
and characteristic examples. Matthew 
Maris, the most imaginative of the three 
dreamer of dreams and teller of fairy 
tales, has two paintings. One is © L’En- 
fant Couchee,” a child in a gown of 
white that is almost gray. and a blue 
not to be found in any paint box, Hes 
with her head on a pillow, her pale hair 
falling over it, and yellow butterflies 
floating in the air beyond. The picture 
yet there 
is a sense of Dutch respect for material 
substance in the well modelled impasto, 
and clearly defined forms. The other ex- 
ample of Matthew’s art is ‘‘The Lady of 
Shalott,” a standing figure, mysterious 
and shadowy, yet not so haunting as the 
more B ag realized child. 

Willlam Maris is represented by five 
landscapes, in all but ore of which cattle 
make delicious patches of color against 
@ green landscape, the green of that 
fresh, pure quality that comes from the 
palettes of but few landscape painters of 
any period or country. The fifth picture 
is of ducks, ars and preening them- 
selves on the bank of a pond, {dylile fowis 
of sun-bathed plumage. 

Jacob Maris, who died in 1899, is also 
represented by five pictures, two of them 
views of Dutch towns, clear in color vat 
with the drenching atmosphere of the 
region enfolding them, and with clouds 
billowing above them. There is besides a 
picture of a horseman riding away from 
the observer, the light falling on his blue 


coat and on the white flanks of his beast. ! 


“The New Brother” and ‘Child in 
Chair” are figure subjects, only less plas- 
tic in form and beautiful tn color than 
the works of Matthéw. All these paint- 
ings are filled with intelligence and emo- 
tion, and with the color and fragrance of 
genius. They separate themselves by 2 
great gulf from the ordinary faithful 
work of the painter who sees with a com- 
monplace vision. 

Something of this genius of vision is 
shared by the collector who has sur- 
rounded the masterpieces of his collection 
with works akin to them in feeling. There 
is romance and to spare, for example. in 
Daumier’s ‘‘ Troisiéme Classe.’”’ The mas- 
sive forms and shifting shadows and the 
swarthy color-scheme hold plenty of mys- 


tery to balance the reality of the repre- | 


sentation. This rhythmic balance of real- 
ity and romance places the stamp of 
greatness on any work of art whether it 
takes form in the mind of a newspaper 
cartoonist as Daumier was. or in the 
mind*of a hermit brooding alone over his 
own thoughts after the manner of the 
eldest Maris. 

There are several Mauves, two of pe- 
cullar beauty, a ‘‘ Winter’ that rings 
with the sombre black and white of the 


season; and a ‘“ Milking Time,’’ with aj} 


lovely horizon. There are two extremely 
interesting pastel landscapes with figures 
by Millet, and a Hagar and Ishmael,’ bv 
the same artist; ‘a great little Corot with 
the idyllic trees of his middle period, and 
@ goat pawing at the trunk of one of 
them. There are many examples of J. 
Francis Murphy, a fine example of Carle- 
ton Wiggins that challenges comparison 
with the best of the foreign cattle paint- 
ers, an ‘‘ Autumn Landscape ”’ of enticing 
surface by Albert P. Ryder, and pictures 
of a singularly even excellence by Blake- 
look, Daubdigny, Diaz, Harpignies, Innes, 
Josef Israel (tive important examples,} 
Monticelli, - Neuhuys, Sartain, 
‘Welssenbrush, and Wyant.

Or Shall Soldiers Have Light 
Drinks in Canteens?

To drink, or not to drink; that is the 
;auestion; whether it is better to’ permit 
the soldiers of our gallant army to drink 
light wines and good beer under military 
reguiations and with decent comrades In 
the canteens, or to encourage them to fill 
their skins with rotgut liquor in lawless 
dives and with disreputable company out- 
side the reservations. 
*.¢ ° 

In his last annual report Henry L. 
Stimson, Secretary of War, puts the case 
in this way: 
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During the past year and a half I have 
visited personally and inspected nearly half 
of the forty-nine mobile army posts in the 
United States. In almost every instance I 
have found the military reservations ad- 
joined by dives and ill-resorts of the vilest 
character. The testimony of the officers of 
the army is almost unanimous to the effect 
that these establishments have arisen, or 
greatly increased in. number, since the sale 
of Mght wines or beer at the post ex- 
changes has been abolished. By that legis- 
lation the soldier is in effect deprived of 
the garrison club, where formerly it was com- 
Paratively easy to keep him for his amuse- 
ments, and he now resorts for his I!quor to 
places where every kind of temptation sur- 
rounds him. There may have been, and 
probably were, abuses in the methods of 
some of the so-called canteens as managed 
under the system now abolished by law; 
but these abuses were not necessary or in- 
herent fn the system, and I am confident, 
from my personal investigation, that most of 
the post exchanges under that system con- 
stituted effective and practical instruments 
toward army temperance and cleanliness of 
living, and that a very considerable per- 
centage of the evils from which the army 
{s now euffering !s directly attributable to 
their abolition, 

e,* 

Such is the view of the chief ex- 
ecutive officer of the Government 
especially charged with the adminis- 
tration of our military establishment. 
Of course, he does not know what he 
is talking about, or at least such 
will be the conclusion of those who 
through ignorance or prejudice or in- 
temperate thinking do not agree with 
him. It is a case of liberty regulated 
by law or license encouraged by un- 
wise legislation; a condition and not 
a theory, with which there ought to 
be fair dealing. There has been a 
decided increase in intemperate drink- 
ing by the soldiers since the canteen 
was abolished. The officers of the 
army, generally, say so; the figures 
prove it; the records of the military 
hospitals show that there has been a 
very marked development of diseases 
of the most repulsive character among 
the fighting men who have been forced, 
as they think, to seek their amuse- 
ments outside the camps, and in the 
sober judgment of Secretary Sstimson— 


the ultimate causes which make the record 
of our army, in this -respect, shameful 
beyond that of the army of any other civ- 
ilized nation, are inherent in our own short- 
comings as a Nation fn dealing with this 
matter. So long as in our civil communi- 
ties, anc particularly our larger cities, we 
continue to close our eyes to the magnitude 
and extent of the evil and refrain from at- 
tacking it with all the weapons which modern 
scientific knowledge places in our hands, 
it cannot but be expected that the younger 
men in our army, leading the abnormal 
life of the soldier, will show the effect of 
the evil to a marked degree. In this re- 
spect I believe that the eo-called anti-can- 
teen legislation has been responsidie for 


much vice. 


In February, 18901, twelve years ago, 
an act was passed by Congress pro- 
hibiting the sale of beer and Hght 
wines in the post exchanges. A year 
after the law went into effect, and a 
year of faithful administration of it 
in all the exchanges of the army, the 
Secretary of War reported his convic- 
tion, upon information recefved from 
the army posts, that— 


the general effect of prohibiting the use 
of beer and light wines within the limited 
area of the army post {is to lead the en- 
Nsted men to go out of the post, to fre- 
quent vile resorts which cluster in the 
neighborhood, to drink bad whisky to ex- 
cess, and to associate intimately with 
abandoned men and more abandoned women; 
and that the operation of 
increase drunkenness, disease of the most 
loathsome kind, insubordimation and de- 


sertion, and moral and physical, degenera- 
tion. 


In the reports of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army for 1902 the state- 
ment was made that the restoration 
of the exchange was desired and 
urged “by the great majority of offi- 
cers and men, and by none more than 
those of pronounced temperance views. 
Numerous reports confirm the views 
long held by this office that the old 
exchange contributed to sobriety, 
|; health and contentment of the men.” 
*,* 

An exhaustive special report was made 
to Congress in 1903, in which the condi- 
tions obtaining at every army post in this 
country and in our island possessions 
were set forth. In that report Gen. Henry 
C. Corbin, the Adjutant General of the 
Army, employed this most significant lan- 
guage: “The recent legislation by Con- 
gress on this quéstion, so far as this de- 
partment is concerned, has had no effect 
except to lower the discipline of the army, 
ruin scores of good soldiers, and fill the 
pockets of a lot of saloon keepers, gam- 
blers, and prostitutes.” That was not a 
desirable thing to do, surely. There has 
been no appreciable change in the opin- 
fon of the officers of the army as to the 
disastrous effects of the abolition of the 
canteen, and certainly the efficiency of 
the service has not been increased by the 
so-called morality which it has been 
sought to legislate into the soldiers. Vir- 
tue is not a grace to be impelled by 
statutory enactment. “Thus saith the 
State” is not more powerful than “ Thus 
saith the Lord.” If all men agreed upen 
any definite plan of virtuous Hving tt 
would be easy to make laws which would 
convert this world into a garden of good- 
ness; but all men do not agree upon any 
given ethical or religious creed. In a 
letter to John Adams, written in 1816, 
| Mr. Jefferson laid down this broad prin- 
| ciple of human action: “ As the circum- 
| stances and opinions of different societies 
| vary, so the acts which may do them 
right or wrong must vary also; for virtue 
does not consist in the act we do, but in 
| the end it is to effect. * * * What is 
| good may be one thing in one soclety and 
its contrary in another.’’ In an earlier 
letter to Thomas Law, Mr. Jefferson also 
declared this principle: “ Nature has con- 
stituted utility to man the standard and 
test of virtue.”

“ ARMY SALOONS” 


Mrs. Allen Asks Why Stim 
son Would Restore Them. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 
It is very difficult for some of the pub 


‘ 


lic to understand why the Secretary of ‘ 


War, Major Gen. Wood, and some other 
officials are so insistent upon again ale 
lowing the amusement rooms of the sole 
diers to have a saloon annex. The reason 
assigned is that the men now go outside 
the army posts to buy liquor, and so are 
jed to visit houses where they contract 
terrible diseases. The inference is that 
if these soldiers could buy wine and beer 
in a regular United States Government 
army saloon they would never go to out- 
side saloons nor be tempted to frequent 
disorderly houses. The trouble with this 
argument, as it reaches the public, is 
that some people well remember that con- 
ditions surrounding army Posts were quite 
as bad when liquor was sold in the posts 


as they are to-day, and with some posts * 


they were much worse than at the pres- 
ent time. 

It is true that the army medical reports 
show an increase of certain diseases dur- 
|ing the years since the sale of beer was 
discontinued in the post exchanges. This 

increase in the figures was explained 
last Winter by Col. Maus, Chief Surgeon 
and Medical Inspector, Central Division, 
at the anti-canteen meeting held in the 
Hotel Astor, when he and Gen. Miles 
were the chief speakers. Col. Maus said 
that, prior to 1900, no physical inspections 
of the men were made, and hence the 
only cases of venereal diseases reported 
were of men in such serious condition as 
to be unable to perform duty, and who 
were compelled to go on the sick list, and 
thus let their plight be known. He sald 
that in his observation of the men he 
had reason to believe that not over 39 
per cent. of the actual cases of these 
diseases were reported before compulsory 
examinations were made. 

The compulsory examinations began 
about contemporaneously with the pase 
Sage of the law forbidding the sale of 
liquor in post exchanges, hence the printe 
ed figures appear to show a decided ine 
crease in disease since that time. Cok 
Maus said also that, from his observas 
tion, he believes alcoholism and venerea§ 
diseases are more prevalent among mea 
in civil life than among military men. 

At a meeting of the Association of Mila 
itary Surgeons of the United States, hel@ 
in Baltimore last October, Col. Maus 
Said that practically all the crime of the 
army can be traced directly to alcohol, 
and that the efficiency of the army woulé€ 
be increased 50 per cent. should the ene 
listment of drinkers and venereal deb- 
auchees be interdicted. 

It is well known that Gen. Miles shares 


the opinions of alcohol expressed by Col. 
Maus.

DR. THADDEUS S.C. LOWE DIES 


Scientist and 
Aeronautic Corps In Civil War. 


PASADENA, Cal, Jan. 16.—Dr. Thad- 
|deus S. C. Lowe, scientist and experi- 


menter, who invented an ice compressing 
| machine in 1865, making the first artificial 
ice in the United. States, died to-day at 
the home of his daughter in this place. 
Dr, Lowe was born in Jefferson. N. 
i882, of Pilgrim ancestry. He was edu- 
cated in the common schools, and special- 
ized in the gtudy of chemistry. From 
1856 to 1859 he was engaged in construct- 
ing balloons for the study of atmospheric 
conflitions. 

Dr. Lowe built the largest aerostat of 
his day, and in 1861 made a 900-mile trip 
in it from Cincinnati to the South Caro- 
{lina coast in nine hours. Later he en- 

tered the Government service as Chief of 
| the Aeronautic Corps, which he organized, 
| rendering valuable service to the Army 


of the Potomac, from Bull Run to Gettys- 
burg, by observations and timely warn- 
}ings. Next he invented a system of sig- 
|naling to field batteries from high alti- 
|tudes. Other devices invented by him 
| practically revolutionized the gas indus- 
ltrv. He built the Mount Lowe Railway, 
| 1891-94. and established the Lowe Obser- 
vatory in the Sierra Madre Mountains.

REID.—The Pilgrims of the United States 
have heard with the most profound regret 
and sorrow of the death at his post of 
duty in London of our justly celebrated 
Ambassador, the Hon. Whitelaw Reid, who 
in his exalted station had done so much to 
Strengthen the bonds of friendship between 
Great Britain and the United-States. 

Prominently identified with our soelety, 
on beth sides of the water, from its founda- 
tion, and warmly devoted to its high aims 
and objects, his selection to fill the office 
of Ambassador from one people to the other 
‘Was a natural and happy one—and his 
qualifications for the perfermance of its tm- 
portant duties were the results of ‘life-long 

ing in journalism, in literature, and in 


fe from beginning to end wherein at 
every step he developed in ever-increasing 
measure adequate powers, high’ ambition, 
and never failing tenacity of purpose, was 
a typically American one, which could 
hardly have been achieved in any other 
country. 

From the struggles of his early man- 
hood, through every step upward in repu- 
tation and success, he proved equal to the 
duties imposed upon kim, and to the im- 
portant offices he was called to fill, in 
each of which he displayed an unfailing 
fidelity and self-devotion rarely surpassed. 

His life was crowned with happiness and 
honors, and his death called forth universal 
tributes of praise and appreciation. The 
splendid obsequies which followed it in 
Westminster Abbey and the Cathedral of 
St. John the Divine in New York mani- 
fested the admiration and gratitude of two 
great nations for faithful service rendered 
to both.

afford. It is not protection 
of basic ideas that is wanted, but the 
assurance that a domestic manufacturer 
can produce or an importer introduce a 
novel design without its being immedi- 
ately taken ap by whoever wants to do 
it. Many beautiful and novel designs have 
been put out In laces and embroideries 
that are based on ideas far from original, 
yet the designs themselves are distinctly 
different from other patterns based on 
the same idea.” 

Commenting on the protection afforded 
by the Swiss copyright law, the import- 
er continued: ‘‘It has long been a puzzle 
to me why the Government’s commercial 
agents have not made some recommen- 
dation for protective legislation based 
on the Swiss lew, or, if they have done 
so, why some action has not been taken 
in the matter. The Swiss law provides 
for the registration of designs,.and such 
registration assures the registering firm 
full protection of the patterns involved 
for a period of fifteen years. This period 
is divided into three other periods of five 
years each, which begin with the date 
of registration. Registration may be made 
either with the completed article, or by 
drawing or photograph, The law pro- 
tects not only the outward formation 
of the design, but the colors, if any, in- 
corporated in it. 

‘“‘Under its provisions, designs may be} 
registered secretly if desired, but such 
registration applies, with the exception 
of embroidery designs, only to the first 
period. Specified restriction of the weight 
and size of the package containing the 
designs to be registered alone limits the 
number that can be deposited at a single 
time. The charges are roughly 25 cents 
per design for the first five years, 75 
cents for the next five years, and $1.50 
per item for the remaining period. Dis- 
putes regarding priority of registration 
are settled by certain data obtained from 
the postal department. Roughly speak- 
ing, the date of mailing is officially ac- 
cepted as the date of receipt. When 
the hour is not given in the date stamp, 
M. of the day indicated is taken 
as the official mailing hour. 

“As under the American law, prosecu- 
tion of offenders is optional with the 
party who has been injured, the offense

NEW HUDSON RECORD. 


Continuous Navigation of the River 
to Albany for 296 Days. 


ALBANY, Jan. 16.—A record for con- 
tinous navigation on the Hudson River 
between Albany and New York—296 days 
—has already been established and, un- 
less there is a sudden fall in tempera- 
ture before Monday, the record for late 
closing of navigation, which has stood 
for 108 years, will be broken. 

According to local historians, in 1810 
the steamboat Car of Neptune, the sec- 
ond boat built by Robert Fulton, left 
Albany for New York on Jan. 17, and 
arriving at its destination on the 18th. 
one day before ice closed the river; estab- 
lished a record which has stood.for more 
than a century. The accumulating: ice 
prevented her consort from attempting 
to make the return trip. Oh an’ average 
steamboat navigation since 1807 has 
closed on Dec. 15. 


TO BUILD UP NEGRO Y. M. C. A. 


Milllonalre Rosenwald WII! Give $285,- 
000 to Each City That Ralses $75,000

CHICAGO, Jan. 16—Some time ago 
Julius Rosenwald, millionaire President of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., offered to give 
$25,000 to as many cities as would raise 
an additional $75,000 each for the con- 
struction and equipment of negro Young 
Men's Christian Association buildings. 

At the annual meeting to-night of the 
Board of Managers of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, L. Wilbur Messer, 
General Secretary, announced that Chi- 
cago and Washington have collected the 
money and received gifts of $25,000 each. 

Mr. Messer reports that $180,000 has 
been set aside for the negro branch In 
South Wabash Avenue, near East Thirty- 
eighth Street, Chicago, and that of this 
amount Chicago negroes. raised $19,000, 


which {s said to be the largest sum ever 
collected from negroes for such a purpose. 


SAYS SLAVES WERE HAPPY. 


Mayor’s Letter to Negro, Who Seeks 
Anniversary Committee Place. 


James D. Howe, colored, of 76 West 
183d Street,, wrote to Mayor Gaynor 
yesterday asking to be put on the com- 
mittee which is to arrange for the cele- 
bration of the 300th anniversary of the 
settlement of Manhattan Island. The 
Mayor sent him this reply: 


CITY OF NEW YORK, 
Office of the Mayor. 
Jan. 16, 1913. 

Dear Mr. Howe: Your letter of Jan. 16 
suggesting that one of the negro race be 
put on the committee for the celebration of 
the three-hundredth anniversary of the set- 
tlement of Manhattan Island, is at hand. 

You remind me that shortly after the arrival 

of the first settlers the first negro slaves 

were brought here and sold at auction at the 
old stockade. How strange all that sounds. 

But it sounds still stranger that slavery 

existed in the State of New York when 

Lincoln was born in 1809, and was,not 

abolished until the year 1827, namely, by an 

act of the Legislature, Some people are 
astonished when they hear this, and doubt it. 

On Jan. 1, 1863, President Abraham Lincoln 
by proclamation freed the slaves in all sec- 
tions where armed insurrection against the 

United States existed, This left slavery un- 

touched in the States and sections not in a 
} state of insurrection, Slavery was finally 
| abolished throughout this Nation in 1865 by 
| a constitutional amendment. It took over 
} 1,800 years of Christianity to strike the 
shackle from the slave. 

I knew out in Flatbush, now a part of 
Brooklyn, an old woman who was owned 
as a slave there when she was young. Her 
name was Maria Jackson. She died at the 
age of 105 years a few years ago. Her 
husband had also been a slave, I often 
talked with her on the subject, and she gaid 
her life as a slave was happy and that they 
were all well treated. 

The committees is now made up, and out of 
my hands, but I will see if the Chairman 
can find a. place for one of the negro race.

HAUL THROUGH PANAMACANAL

Bulld Transport Steamers—Deplores 
Suggestions of “Tariff Tinkering.” 





On his arrival from Europe yesterday 
by the Kaiser Wilhelm II., Charles M. 
Schwab, President of the Bethlehem; 
Steel Corporation, admitted to the re- 
porters at the pier that he had closed a 
deal in. Paris for some rich iron ore de- 
posits in Chile. These lands were con- 
trolled by a Irrench syndicate with whom 
Mr. Schwab negotiated for his company. 








of ore in sight in the Chilean fields, andj 
that a fleet of American steamers would 
be built to carry the ore from Coquimbo 
through the Panama Canal to New York. 

According to his description, the ore 
svas the richest in the world, yielding an 
average of 67 per cent. of iron and having 
@ very small percentage of phosphorus. 
He said it was even better than the Swed- 
ish ores. 

The deposits are located on the bay of 
Cruz Grande, so close to the port of Co- 
quimbo that the ore can be sent in buck- 
ets to tidewater by an aerial railway. 
The French company has a concession 
from the Chilean Government to extract 
the ore. 

Mr. Schwab said that the Bethlehem 
Steel Company’s consumption of ore had 
grown from 300,000 tons to 1,500,000 tons 
per annum within the last five years and 
that plans were now on~foot for spend- 
ing $6,000,000 on the extension of the rail 
and structural mills increasing capacity 
60 per cent. and allowing the company 
to put out 1,000,000 tons of finished steel! 
@ year. j 

“The Panama Canal,” said Mr. Schwab, 
“is the key to the whole situation and 
has made _ possible the acquisition 
of this property by the Bethlehem Com- 

any. We hope that our steamers will 

€ among the first to use the new water- 
Way between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific. - 

“Last year’s production of steel in this 
country was between 27,000,000 and 28,- 
000,000 tons. In ten years hence I ex- 
pect the consumption will have increased 
to about 40,000,000 tons. Any change in 
the tariff is going to hurt the develop- 
ment of the steel industry in the East. 
While I look for great development in 
this section in the near future, yet I 
cannot but deplore any tinkering with 
the tariff at the present time. 

“It would almost be a crime to lower 
the tariff on steel and thus induce im- 
ports of Belgian and German made steel. 

et Germany, France, and Belgium take 
off their tariff; then we can drop ours, 
and with a fair chance of competing 
with them in their own country, we will 
show them what we can do. 

“IT have noticed that the pig iron pro- 
duction in this country during 1912 was 
close upon 30,000,000 tons, a new high 
record, and I understand that the blast 
furnaces are now turning out at the rate 
of about 35,000,000 tons a year.” 

Mr. Schwab denied the report that he 
Was in any way connected with the re- 
ported combination between the Canadian 
and the United States steel industries, 
and said that so far as he knew there 
was nothing in it. He also said that he 
knew nothing of a railway that was to 
run from the North to the South Amer- 
joan continent, and with which, the re- 
port said, Mr. Schwab’s visits to Hurope 
were connected. 

With regard to general conditions, the 
President of the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
a said that he though things would 

e¢ a trifle unsettled, because nobody 
knew exactly what would happen to the 
tariff under the new Administration. In 
his opinion there was no need for fear, 
because the country was on too sound a 
foundation to be permanently injured by 
any party policy. 

He said that he had only admitted the 

urchase of the Chilian orefields through

FINANCIAL MARKET 


Slow Forward MovementChecked 
by Afternoon Decline—Cop- 





per Sells Lower. 





A further slight gain was made in 
the general level of prices yesterday 
notwithstanding a reaction in the last 
hour, which brought net declines to 
some of the leading issues. In this latter 
movement the influence of the changed 
copper situation again played a _ part. 
The price of the metal has gone another 
half-cent lower, making a decline of a 
full cent « pound from the 17%c level at 
which the market was so long held by the 
principal producers. Several of the cop- 
per shares were among those which went 
counter to the general movement of the 
day. This was perhaps the chief feature 
of a day’s trading, which represented 
more than anything else the lack of any 
pronounced influence after the general 
decline which ended the day before yes- 
terday. 

Our recent exports of gold to France 
have served to bring into relief the 
marked difference between our own 
money position since the beginning of the 
| year and that which prevails in the 
French market. There discount rates 
cling very close to the 4 per cent. bank 
rate, an abnormally high rate for the 
Bank of France, and there are indica- 
tions that the money withdrawn from 
circulation in that country is not yet 
finding its way back into the channels of 
|trade. Yesterday’s statement of the Bank 
of France showed not a gain but a loss 
in cash. Such a showing at this season 
helps to explain both the relatively high 
discount rate in the Paris market and the 
willingness of the Bank of France to en- 
courage gold imports from New York by 
allowances sufficient to overcome the bar- 
riers which were offered by the exchange 
position when this French importation 
was begun. The Bank of England, on the 
other hand, showed yesterday a large ad- 
vance in the percentage of its reserve. 
The bank gained gold to the extent of 
over $9,000,000 and reduced its loans at 
|the same time. It would appear that 
‘tendencies are at work in the English 
| market which will a little later facilitate 
| the large amount of financing which will 
| have to be provided for there. 

The negotiations in the Union Pacific 

matter moved yesterday into channels 
wherein they promised to run somewhat 
|more smoothly than during the last day 
!or two. It is understood that a pretty 
| definite idea has been formed by the 
Union Pacific interests of the manner in 
which they can dispose of the Southern 
Pacific stock which will be left after the 
proposed acquisition of the Central Pa- 
eific from the Southern Pacific. The 
proble ns immediately connected with the 
transfer of the Central Pacific—they 
include the opposition of some important 
Southern Pacifio interest te any sale of 
the Central Pacific—have not yet been 
overcome, but it has come to be widely 
believed that the plan eventually adopted 
will include the sale of the Central Pa- 
cific main line to the Union Pacific. The 
negotiations seemed yesterday to be nar- 
rowing down to a somewhat more clearly 
defined compass, and in this fact was 
found an indication that an agreement 
among all concerned, at least upon the 
broad outlines of a plan, might be reached

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Railroads and Their Employ 


There is a general agreement among 
railroad executives that the firemen have 
a better right to an increase in wages 
thanany other class of employes. ‘The fire- 
man,” said‘ one President who worked up 
from a fireman’s job himself, “sells his 
daily strength. If we are going to in- 
crease the number of pounds of coal, his 
back and arms must lift by adopting 
bigger locomotives it is only fair that we 
increase his pay.’’ The road offered to 
give the men an increase on the plan 
followed by the arbitration board in the 
case of the engineers, but the firemen 
think they should have more than that 
and the matter was likely to lead to an- 
other investigation and arbitration ver- 
dict. After taking care of the firemen, 
however, the roads in the East propose 
to serve notice on the other unions that it 
is time to call a halt in the matter of 
steady advances in wages. The Pennsyl- 
vania has already received notice from 
its trainmen and conductors of a desire 
on their part for another wage increase. 
A 10 per cent. increase was granted them 
in 1910, and they found the enforcement 
of their demands such an easy matter 
that some of the men think they have 
been unnecessarily backward in holding 
off so long in coming back for more,

The Other Side of the Street. 


The fringe of lower Manhattan Island 
offers a sharp contrast to the financial 
district which it surrounds. Within a 
block or two of the skyscrapers which 
mark the outer edge of the Wall Street 
settlement, are quaint old warehouses 
which have stood for years, undisturbed 
in the changes which have made a new 
city out of most of the island. The only 
improvement witnessed by some of the 
narrow streets running to East River in 
half a century has been the entrance of 
the elevated, and some of the oldest 
clerks are still discussing that as an 
innovation. A visitor, looking for a lead- 
ing merchant tn coffee, or tobacco, or 
Sugar, may have to feel his way through 
a dark hallway leading to a flight of 
wooden stairs. At the top of the stairs 
is a ground glass door with a thin film 
of dust almost concealing the name paint- 
ed across the panel. On the other side 
of the door there is usually a glass 
and wood partition, through the small 
windows of which the visitor can see a 
dingy, ill-lighted room with old fashioned 
high desks removed by a few feet from 
a big barrel stove. One almost expects to 
see tallow dips used for illumination, but 
in this respect he will be disappointed. 
Most of the offices are lighted by gas.
